This is the first acci­ 
dent of any serious nature that has 
happened during the progress of the 
work, but it was

Smith was engaged with others of 
his gang in digging in a trench in the 
alley 
between

streets and Just at the rear of 
the 
First National bank building. He had 
» been at work a little more than an 
hour and at about 8:10 o’clock was 
undertaking to remove 
some tim 
bere and change the braces In a 
section of the ditch a few yards back 
of W'here he had been working. 
It was noticed a t the time that the 
bank was slightly giving way and it 
was to prevent a cave-ln that It was 
desired to have the braces readjusted.

The expression on Sm ith’s face was 
terrible to look upon and many of the

And Hie Life Was the Forfeit— Popu­ 
lar Young 
Laborer 
Lately 
Em­ 
ployed on the Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany’s Excavation Work. 


Death In an awful form resulted 
this morning to Ralph Smith, employ­ 
ed aa a laborer by the Bell Telephone 
company, who was assisting In dig­ 
ging the trenches about the city -for 
the new conduit system which has 
been in course of construction 
for, 
several weeks. This is the first acci­ 
dent of any serious nature that has 
happened during the progress of the 
work, but It was 
a 
most 
terrible 
one. 
Smith was engaged with others of 
his gang in digging in a trench in the 
alley 
between 
Fourth 
and 
Fifth 
streets and just at the rear of 
the 
First National bank building. He had 
i been at work a little more than an 
hour and at about 8:10 o’clock was 
undertaking to remove 
some tim 
hers and change the braces in 
section of the ditch a few yards back 
of where he had been working. 
It was noticed at the time that the 
bank was slightly giving way and It 
was to prevent a cavc-in that it was 
desired to have the braces readjusted 
8mith 
started in to get a jack and 
place it. The foreman, george Crump, 
warned him that he had better not 
do so. But he said he could do it, and 
jumped into the trench. 
He had scarcely got there when he 
saw the bank on the lower side of 
the trench begin to slide toward him 
He made an effort to climb to the 
top of the 
ground and had drawn 
himself partly up when the bank top­ 
pled over. 
All possible chances of the man’s 
escape were immediately cut off ow­ 
ing to the fact that a frozen 
crust 
about a foot In thickness, several feet 
in length 
and of immense 
weight 
crushed him just below the shoulders, 
N ^ d in g him powerless to move while 
he was also unable to breathe. 
Loose dirt which had been on top 
of the hard crust rolled down over 
the imperiled m an’s head, but before 
his strength had left him he had suc­ 
ceeded in shaking the greater part 
of it off. 
The foreman was standing 
close by at the tim e of the accident 
and shouting to the other men a t work 
in the ditch, he ran to Sm ith’s assist­ 
ance. 
Not being able to utter a sound the 
doomed man could do or say noth­ 
ing to aid in his rescue, but in less 
than a minute a half dozen others 
were at work with shovels and soon 
had the loose earth removed down 
to the heavy crust. It was then dis­ 
covered that this w’as what was chok­ 
ing the m an’s life out, and picks and 
crobars were set to work in an effort 
to dislodge the huge chunk, 
which 
wa3 alm ost as hard and 
heavy 
as 
solid rock. 
Physicians and the ambulance ware 
sent for and the rescuers worked with 
all their might. 
The task was ex­ 
tremely difficult, and as the man -ras 
pinioned up against the north side 
of the trench 
with 
the 
immense 
weight leaning against his body in 
a slanting position, the men with the 
"bars and picks had to work In front 
of him in a handicapped m anner 
so 
as to not force the weight 
tigher 
against his then crushed form. 
It required more than half an hour's 
hard work to remove the big crust 
and before any further 
effort 
was 
made to extricate the man, Drs. Ham­ 
ilton and Hobbs took him In charge in 
the hope of 
reviving 
him. 
Smith, 
however, was black in the face by 
this tim e and w ater and froth were 
Issuing from his mouth and nostrils. 
Patrolm an Woods assisted the doctors 
and for alm ost 15 minutes they work­ 
ed with the patient, trying to induce 
resptbjl'ion. 
Their efforts 
were 
in 
vaitLTfowever, and after pronouncing 
life extinct the body was removed 
from the death-dealing pit and carried 
to the ambulance, being then removed 


to Burns A McQuilkin’s undertaking 
rooms. 
The expression on Smith’s face was 
terrible to look upon and many of the 
excited people who 
rushed 
up 
to 
where he was imprisoned were horri 
fled on seeing him. 
During the first 
few m inutes 
following the accident 
the man 
made 
several 
convulsive 
gasps, indicating that he was strung 
ling to death, though it is believed 
that his suffering was not so Intense 
as would ordinarily be presumed for 
the reason that bls chest was crush 
cd, which would have a tendency to 
make him partially insensible to pain 
or strangulation. 
Smith was a native of W est VIr 
ginia, his parents living in a small 
town named Duncan, about 14 miles 
from Ravenwood. 
His 
father 
and 
mother, with some brothers and sis­ 
ters, are living. 
He was unmarried 
and 24 years of age. The unfortunate 
man went to work for tho Bell com 
pany last Monday. He was well liked 
by his fellow workmen and was sober 
and Industrious. A message convey 
ing the news of his death was sent 
this morning and the remains will be 
sent home for burial. 
The man was 
crushed 
Inwardly 
showing no external marks. His rela 
ti veg have not yet been heard from. 
One of Smith’s associates says the 
young man was well fixed financially, 
having $3,000 in h*nk.

KITCHEN HELPS. 


To clean a greasy sink a little paraffin 
oil, rubbed on with a piece of flannel, 
will save a great deal of trouble. 
Ordinary tea marks on china may be 
readily dissolved by scrubbing with a 
soft bri)4h' dipped In salt water and 
vinegar. 
If new tinware Is rubbed over with 
fresh lard and thoroughly heated in 
the oven before It is used, It will never 
rust afterward, no matter how much It 
is put In water. 
A good way to clean zinc utensils Is 
to dip a piece of cotton In kerosene and 
rub the articles with it until the dirt is 
removed. Dry afterward with a cleau 
cloth so as to get rid of all grease. 
For stained tinware borax produces 
the best results. If the teapot or cof­ 
feepot is discolored on the inside, boil 
It in a strong solution of borax for a 
short time, and all its brightness will 
return. 
Pans and kettles partly filled with 
water should not be placed on tho 
range to soak, as It only makes them 
border to clean. They should he tilled 
with cold water and be kept away 
from the heat

the west" and named it from his vessel 
the Columbia. 
Tho United .Suites Interpreted Cap­ 
tain Gray’* exploration of the river as 
giving under the law of lint ions gov­ 
erning the rights of discovery a ©IiiIra 
to the whole valley of the river, but for 
so vast a region there was needed the 
claim of further exploration and occu­ 
pation. which came in good time. 
It 
was doubtless to make good this claim 
of discovery and perhaps to connect It 
with the Louisiana purchase, effected 
In 184X1. that congress, upon the recom­ 
mendation of President Jefferson, au­ 
thorized the Lewis and (’lark expedi­ 
tion 
This ex tied Aion, the record of which 
forms one of the most Interesting and 
thrilling, though perhaps least famil­ 
iar. 
chapters of American 
history, 
started from St. Louis in the middle of 
May. 1804. proceeding up the Missouri 
river. Forty five persona in three row­ 
boat* comprised the party. After ITI 
| days the year’s advance ended with 
i (letcober. when the river began to 


I free*©. checking their farther progress. 
; Winter quarters, where they were de­ 
tained about live months, were estate 
[ Hailed thirty mill* above the Bismarck 
of our day. The distance up stream 
they reckoned at I.OOO mi bra They had 
traveled a little more than nine miles a 
day, a journey now made by rail In 
forty four hour* 
Early Iii April, 1805. the explorers, 
now numbering thirty-two, again be­ 
gan to urge their boat* up the river. 
Through the great lone land they grop­ 
ed their dark and perilous way. 
In 
twenty day* after the spring start they 
reached the Yellowstone, and In thirty 
more they Righted the Rocky moun­ 
tains. still far In the distance. Making 
the portage at the Great falls cost 
them a mouth's perplexing delay. Toil­ 
ing on another month brought them on 
Aug. 12 to a point where Captain l.ew- 
la stood with one foot on each side of 
the rivulet and “thanked God that he 
had lived to bestride the mighty Mis­ 
souri. 
heretofore 
deemed 
endless." 
They dragged their canoes, however. 
five days longer. It was 4tS0 days since 
they left the mouth of the river, aud 
their mileage on Its waters had beeu 
3.01*1 A mile farther they stood on the 
great divide and drank from springs 
■ that seut their waters to the Pacific. 
Obtaining horses and a guide from 
I the Shoshone Indians, they traveled 
through the mountains uutil the latter 
part of September, when they entered 
the plains of the western slop** 
Early 
Iii October they were able to embark In 
logs that they had burned hollow upon 
a branch of the Columbia river, which. 
after manifold portages and perils. 
bore thoro to Its mouth and the goal of 
their long aud hazardous pilgrimage 
late In November, 1805, over eighteen 
months from the time the party left 
S t LouIr. during which they had cov­ 
ered over 4,000 miles. 
It Is the one hundredth anniversary 
of this achievement that It Is proposed 
to commemorate with an exposition at 
Portland In 1905. 
It was certaiuly an 
achievement worthy to be commemo­ 
rated It practically gave validity to the 
title of the United States to that great 
area subsequently knowu as the Ore­ 
gon territory, from which latter was 
formed the whole of three states of the 
larger site and considerable parts of 
three others. 
It opened the way for 
westward development aud gave us 
our first foothold on the Pacific. 
Once a poetic figure for a vast soli­ 
tude, “where rolls the Qreguu" now 


signifies, to loyal oregonians and ■orth- 
westerner* at least, a vast empire teem 
lug with young ami buoyant life, grow­ 
ing in imputation ami wealth, abound­ 
ing in enterprise and activity, prosper 
ous and progressive; an empire yet in j 
the Infancy of its development, but 
vast Iii (k is s ! bl lilies, from whose boun-' 
Icons breast may la* drawn the saute-j 
nance of many millions of people. 
To call 'he world’* attention to Its re-: 
sources is one of the prime purposes of 
tm* expos lion. 
Like the St. I^iuis ex­ 
position. sLjit at Portland Is to be a i 
glorification of territorial expansion I 
ami an experted promoter of com mer- ■ 
rial expansion as well as a developer 
of the section wherein it Is held. 
The idea of the exposition originated 1 
with the Oregon Historical society. 
and It speedily met the hearty approv-i 
a1 of the Poi timid chamber of coni * 
mere**, the board of Lade ami the Man­ 
ufacturers’ association, all of which i 
bodies arc working in harmony to j 
make It worthy of the historic event 
which It I* to commemorate.

A belief p rev ails th a t th e uioou's 
p hases an d ch an g es have a controlling 
Influence o v er th e w eather, b u t so g re a t 
an a u th o rity as P ro fesso r C. A. Youiig 
of P rinceton lins assu red us th a t tile 
moon has absolutely n o th in g to do w ith 
the w eath er. 
Such a belief is in the stric t Reuse of 
the w ord a su p e rstitio n —•‘m ere s u r­ 
vival from a p a st credulity. It is quite 
certain th a t if th e re is any influence 
a t all of th e so rt it Is ex trem ely slight. 
so slig h t th a t it cannot be d e m o n stra t­ 
ed w ith c e rta in ty , although num erous 
In vestigations have been m ade ex p re ss­ 
ly for th e puriKJse of d e te c tin g it. W e j 
have n ev er been ab le to ascertain , for 
instance, w ith c e rta in ty w h eth e r it Is j 
w arm er o r n o t or less cloudy or not at j 
th e tim e o f th e full moon. D ifferent iii 
vestig atlo n s have led to co n trad icto ry 
results. 
“ As to th e supposed connection be­ 
tw een

changes of th e w eather, it should be 
enough to n ote th a t even w ithin the 
U nited S ta te s th e w ea th e r changes arc

w ere due to th e chou; 0 r 
phases of the m oon. 
Since, how ever, 
a ciiunge of th e moon occurs every 
week,

necessarily occur w ithin a b o u t three 
d ay s and a h a lf of lunur change, anti 
boif of th em o u g h t to fall w ithin about 
fo rty five hours, even lf p erfectly Inde­ 
p e n d e n t

prepossession In fav o r of a belief lr 
th e effectiveness o f th e nioou’s c h a n g es 
to m ake one fo rg et a few o f the 
W eather ch an g es th a t occur too fa r 
from th e p ro per tim e.

If it rains on St. Berith- 
In’s day, we a re told to expect rain for 
forty d ay s a fte r. 
Au equally w ise pre­ 
diction Is th a t if C h ristm as com es d u r­ 
ing a w axing moon we shall have a 
very good year, aud th e n e arer to the 
moon tile (letter, b u t lf d u rin g a w aning 
moon a bard y ear, and the nearer the 
cod of t he m oon so m uch th e w orse.

Another belief is that the condition j 
of the weather depends upon the day I 
of the week on which the uew moon 
chances to fall.

In this position It is supposed 
to retaiu the water which is imagined 
to be in it and which Would run out lf 
the horns were turned down. 
The country people in Scotia ml fore­ 
tell the changes of the weal lier from 
the changes In the appearance of Hie 
new moon. 
if she "lies sair on her 
back,” it is a sure sign of bad weather. 
or when ber horns are pointed toward 
the zenith. 
At Whitby when the moon is sur­ 
rounded by a halo with watery clouds 
the seamen say that there will lie a 
change In the weather, for the “moon 
dogs" are about.
